John Megee Rises up and Says if 


There's a Slate He's Going 


to Break It. 


The Democratic mass conv ention 
held a t the Hendricks clu b 
rooms 
this afternoon for the pu rpose of se­ 
lecting precinct committeemen from 
Ru shv ille township wras 
abou t as 
harmoniou s as a ten piece German 
Wand with ev ery piece play ing a dif­ 
ferent tu ne. 
Samu el Trabu e 
was 
elected chairman of the meeting and 
John Morris, secretary . 
The preliminaries went off in a v ery 
smooth manner, bu t the trou ble sta rt­ 
ed ov er the manner in which to elect 
the committeemen from the ten pre­ 
cincts o f the township. 
The original 
motion was to let each precinct nom­ 
inate its committeemen and then hav e 
the conv ention as a whole elect the 
ten men. This cau sed a storm of pro­ 
test as some were in fav or of each 
precinct electing its own committee­ 
men and not allowing the other pre­ 
cincts to hav e a v oice in their selec­ 
tion. 
To complicate m atters a third plan 
was pu t before the conv ention. This 
was for the chairman to name a com­ 
mittee which wou ld name the ten can­ 
didates and let llie conv ention ap­ 
prov e or disprov e their choice. 
John 
D. Megce was in fav or of letting each 
precinct elect its own men as he sta t­ 
ed it was simply a case of local self- 
gov ernment. 
Mr. Megee stated that 
if any slate had been formed lie was 
there to break it. 
l>ieu 't. Gov . Hall replied to Mr. Me­ 
gee and stated if there was a slate 
formed he did not know of it and was 
in fav or o f v oting on all ten men at 
•nee. 
Anthony Schrichte was also 
in fav or of this. 
The original motion 
was patched with amendment after 
amendment and the conv ention was at 
a standstill with ev ery one « try ing to 
ex press his opinion fin the q u estion. 
It was finally brou ght to a v ote. 
At first an “ay e” and “ nay ” v ote 
was taken, bu t this was impossible, 
• n ballot the motion to let each pre­ 
cinct nominate its committeemen and 
let the entire conv ention v ote carried 
by 6 0 to 57 . 
A fter this had carried Mr. Megee 
mov ed that each precinct elect the 
committeemen as they were nnmi not­ 
ed. 
This cau sed a storm of protest. 
The chair ru led this ou t of oid&r a» » 
he said the v ote decided this point. 
Mr. Megee took an appeal from the 
chair, bu t lost. As each precinct w a s 
called the chairman gav e the bou n­ 
daries of the precinct and the men 
were nominated. If there was a slate 
in the field it was ev idently well can­ 
celled.

Corrupt Practices Act Spells Dis­ 


comfiture Fcr Campaign 


‘ Moocher.’’ 


In an u nofficial 'opinion giv en to 
Alrali J Ru cker, an Indianapolis a t­ 
torney , Thomas M Honan, attorney 
general, has thrown the mantle of 
protection abou t the candidate 
and 
has spelled discomfitu re for the cam­ 
paign “moocher.” 
The letter is in 
answer to a 
nu mber of 
q u estions 
concerning the corru pt practice act 
of the recent general assembly as 
concerns ex penditu res of money com­ 
mon to campaigns u nder the old or­ 
der » of things. 
According to the interpretations by 
the attorney general the campaign 
cigar and campaign beer party of the 
past, to say nothing of watermelons, 
ice cream and candy , hav e no place 
in the campaign carried on u nder the 
prov isions of the new’ act. 
Likewise 
the practice o f chu icn organizations, 
women’s clu bs, “social” clu bs formed 
for campaign “holdu p” pu rposes with 
the candidates as the v ictims, are to 
be things of the past if the candi­ 
dates observ e the prov ision of tlie 
act. 
Mu ch of the material in the letter 
to Mr. Ru cker is q u oted from the tex t 
of the act, and was set ou t by the a t­ 
torney general in a special pamphlet 
prepared by the attorney general for 
distribu tion by the gov ernor. Bu t the 
q u estions are 
answered in detail. 
Many of the q u estions had to do witli 
the ex penditu res by candidates for 
v ehicles for v oters, the employ ment 
of workers in wards and precincts, 
etc. 
In effect, tthe attorney general 
held v ehicles can be su pplied only 
for the sick or infirm v oter and that 
the candidate may employ men to do 
for him in the wards and precincts 
what he himself wou ld be permitted 
to do in person. 
Bu t the candidate can not delegate 
to the ward or precinct worker any 
power not ex pressly allowed himself 
by the prov isions of the act. 
It was 
fu rther held that, where a “slate” is 
formed o f candidates in a primary , 
the “slate” is a political organization 
within the meaning of the act, 
and 
that su ch an organization mu st pay 
its ex penses throu gh a du ly appointed 
and accredited agent. 
Specifically , the attorney general 
held the following: A candidate may 
not spend money for beer, other in­ 
tox icants or cigars, or any other kind 
of refreshments, either for v oters, for 
meetings of committeemen, or other 
atherings of political workers, and 
’« e may not, in a saloon or other place 
‘>rt 'em u p to ” cigars, drinks o»r oth- 
’• things delightfu l to the campaign 
1 nger oii: 
the law prov ides that 
v }» erson who may solicit any thing 
v alu e from a 
candidate or his 
»»mit in retu rn for political influ ence, 
’iether the thing solicited is or is not 
• v en, is liable to pu nishment u nder 
* law; 
the pu rchase of tickets to 
itertainments. shares of stock, con­ 
tribu tions to “worthy cau ses” or to 
bu ilding and other fu nds, when it 
might be constru ed the pu rchase of 
contribu tion was for the pu rpose of 
affecting v otes is prohibited: a com­ 
mittee may not assess a candidate 
for primary or election pu rposes.

Luther Caldwell Wants $200 Damages 


For Horse Fatally Injured by 


J. M. Gwinn’s Machine. 


CASE GOES TO JURY AT 3:15 


Some Ccntroversy Over Age of Ani­ 


mal and Rate of Speed at 


Which Auto Traveled. 


A horse own or and an 
au tomohie 
owner battled for su premacy in the 
circu it cou rt today , 
u ther Caldwell, 
liv ing west of Ru shv ille, wanted $200 
for the oss » of a horse, the death of 
which was the resu lt of an accident 
when J. 31. Gwinn ran his au tomobile 
into the animal and 
broke its 
leg. 
There was some controv ersy ov er the 
v alu e of the horse, and a decrepancy 
noted in the v alu ation placed on it by 
different witnesses. The speed of the 
machine was estimated from 6 to 25 
miles an hou r. The ju ry got the case 
at 3:15 o’clock. 
The Caldwell-Gwinn su it was the 
first one tried before a ju ry this term. 
The case was opened 
when 
cou rt 
conv ened and the attorney s for the 
plaintiff, B atson, Titsworth & Green 
and for the defendant, J T. A i bu ckle, 
made their opening statements before 
the ju ry . 
3Ir. Caldwell asks $200 for the loss 
of a work horse which, it is alleged, 
was hit by an au tomobile driv en by 
Mr. Gwinn 3Iarch 21, 19 11. when the 
machine was driv en past the team on 
the Arlington pike near Berry Os­ 
borne’s hou se two and a half miles 
west of the city , while both the team 
and the au to was going east. 
Mr. 
Caldwell wras 
riding one horse 
and 
leading the one which was hu rt. 
The attorney for the plaintiff sta t­ 
ed that the plaintiff wou ld attem pt 
to show that it was the fau lt of the 
au to driv er that the horse was fa ta l­ 
ly inju red. 
He also stated that it 
wou ld be attempted to prov e that 
the horse was worth at least $125. 
It was gleaned from Mr. Caldwell’s 
testimony , who was the first witness 
for the plaintiff, that 
the 
animal’* 
right hind leg was broken abou t eight 
inches abov e the grou nd, which ren­ 
dered it u seless and which made it 
necessary for the owner to kill the 
horse. 
Argu ment 
hinged oil 
the point 
whether it wou ld not hav e been as 
easy for 
Mr. Caldwell to pu ll his 
horse to the right, and allow the ant« 
to pass on the left which is according 
to the State law, as to pu ll to the left 
as he did. 
Mr. Caldwell testified he 
was driv ing down the middle of th* 
road and that when he eard the au to, 
he wou ld hav e pu lled directly in tho 
path of the au to had he tu rned his 
horse to the right as the law say s k« 
shou ld. 
The q u estion as to the age of the 
horse cau sed some amu sement. 
Mr. 
Caldwell testified he did not know 
animal’s age becau se it was impos­ 
sible to determine ex actly when tht 
horse’s teeth get smooth, in which 
condition this horse’s teeth were. 
It 
was brou ght ou t in rebu ttal that gen­ 
erally at the age of twelv e a horse’s 
teeth get smooth and it is impossiblt 
to determine their age. Mr. Arbu ckl« 
asked if it were not a fact that th« 
horse was twenty -two y ears old, and 
Mr. Caldwell said that it was not. 
He said he did not know by whom th* 
horse was raised and did not know 
from whom it 
was 
pu rchased by 
Gwinnu p, from whom he bou ght it. 
Berry Osborne, who saw the acci­ 
dent, was the second witness for th* 


plaintiff. 
Has testim ony confirmed

LESSON FOR FEBRUARY l l . 


THE BOY JESUS IN THE TEMPLE. 


LESSON TEXT—Luke 2:40-52. 
GOLDEN TEX T—“How is it that y e 
•ought me? Wist y e not th at I must be 
About my F ather’s business.”—Luke 2:49 . 
MEMORY VERSES—46, 47. 


This lesson is the one solitary in­ 
stance recorded in the strangely seal­ 
ed thirty y ears of the Master’s life. 
Here is an illustration of 
what 
is 
meant by the inspiration of election 
—only those things that were of vital 
and redemptive importance in the life 
of Jesus are recorded. 
John 
say s, 
"Many other signs truly 
did 
Jesus 
■which are not written in this book: 
But these are written, that y e might 
believ e that Jesus is the Christ, the 
eon of God; and that believing 
y e 
might have life through his name.” 
For this reason, we should value every 
word that is written. 
The lesson furnishes 
a model 
In 
character building for 
the 
y outh. 
Jesus is the ex ample, and the model 
boy . 
Jesus was a real boy . 
He ate, 
drank, play ed, grew, asked q uestions, 
just as other boy s do. 
His character, like all other char­ 
acter building, was a growth: “He in­ 
creased in wisdom and stature.” 
No 
character is instantaneous; it is the 
work of growth and of y ears, indeed, 
j 
of a lifetime. 
An icicle is formed drop 
by drop. 
Character is formed by sin- 
I 
gle words’and acts. 
A mushroom may 
grow iii a night, but surely not thb 
character of a man. Just as words 
I 
and sentences are formed by means 
I 
of the single letters of the alphabet, * 
so words, thoughts, 
deeds, 
actions, 
looks, motives—these are the alphabet 
from which we spell character. 
Sow 
a thought, and reap a word; sow a 
word, and reap an act; sow an act, 
and reap a habit; sow a habit, and 
reap a character; sow a character, and 
reap a destiny . 
Christ’s character was developed in 
the home. 
He had a Christian home— 
the greatest gift of God this side of 
heaven. 
W hat chance has many a 
child today to build character in a 


home where the parents know not God, 
never read the Bible, never pray , nev­ 
er go to church! 
lf for no other rea­ 
son, parents should become Christians 
for their children’s sake. 
If our chil­ 
dren are lost, we parents are to blame, 
unless we have set before them the 
ex ample of a Christian life. 
As a boy , Christ was obedient to his 
parents. 
This was a 
manly 
thing. 
Parents are in the place of God to the 
child: 
God cannot he every where, so 
he made parents. 
The first command­ 
ment on the second table is obedience 
to parents, and it is the first 
com­ 
mandment with a promise. 
The apron 
strings of the mother may become the 
reins of government of the nation. We 
must obey before we can command. 
The character of Jesus was develop 
ed in. the church also. 
His parents 
w’ere churchgoers, and they had cul­ 
tivated that habit in the child. 
In 
speaking of Jesus as a churchgoer, 
Luke say s that “as his custom was, 
he went into the sy nagogue.” 
W hat 
great thoughts must have come to the 
mind of Christ as he visited the tem­ 
ple! What dormant potentialities were 
aroused as he sat and listened to the 
ex position of God's word! 
Humanly 
speaking, Christ owed a great deal in 
the development of his character to 
his attendance at the temple. 
Can 
a 
sy mmetrical character be produced 
outside of the church and religion? 
We think not; certainly the best char­ 
acter cannot be produced in one who 
ignores these. 
In spite of all her fail­ 
ures, the church is the best institution 
in the world today for the building of 
character. 
We do our children a great 
wrong when we deprive them of the 
privileges of the church. 
But Jesus was also a member of the 
Bible school—the teaching part of the 
church. 
This is evident from the fact 
that the instruction received was in 
answering aud asking q uestions. 
No 
doubt many of the Scripture passages 
q uoted by him were learned in the 
Jewish Bible school.
